JAPS THREATEN. CHINA. 


To Use Force to Support Claims 
in Chentao. 


Pekin, October 7.—The Associated 
Press has been officially informed that 
Japan has notified China that unless 
Japan's demands regarding jurisdiction 
over the Koreans residing in Chentao, 
in the Kirin region of Manchuria, are 
accepted Japan will pursue her own 
course in supporting her claim, by mil- 
itary force, if necessary. 

The Japanese claims, it is stated, are 
based on the May, 1916, agreement be- 
tween China and Japan. China main- 
tains that Chentao is not mentioned in 
this agreement, and that the previous 
agreement holds good.

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GEORGIA LEADERS 
PLAN NAVIGATION 
OF CHATTAHOOCHEE 


Project Declared Feasible by 
Experts at Meeting Held 
Under Auspices of Cham- 


ber of Commerce. 


BENEFITS ARE STRESSED 
IN SPEECH OF ADAMSON 


Major Brown Tells of Work 
of Government Engineers. 
Senator Smith and Con- 
gressman Howard to Aid. 


A campaign to make the Chatta- 
hoochee a navigable river, which is 
considered by leading men of the state 
the most important project ever un- 
dertaken by the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, was formally opened last 
night with a most enthusiastic body of 
citizens present in the assembly hall of 
the Commerce building. It was unani- 
mously voted by all present that they 
would assist the government, the state 
and the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
in every way practicable to make the 
enterprise a success. The motion was 
made by H. Y. McCord, chairman of the 
committee on freight rates. 

The plan was declared by experts to 
be feasible. The assistance of congress 
was assured, if Senator Hoke Smith 
and Congressmen Adamson and How- 
ard are able to get the appropria- 
tions. The_efforts of. the business men 
of Atlanta were pledged to the success 
of the river enterprise, and repre- 
sentatives from power companies along 
the Chattahoochee declared that they 
would co-operate. heartily with the 
combined activities of the government 
and the state. 


MAJOR BROWN 
GUEST OF HONOR. 


Major Earl I. Brown, chief of the 
engineering corps in charge of the 
southeastern district, was the guest of 
honor. He explained the ideas of the 
government’s engineers in making a 
preliminary survey with a view of 
learning if navigation of the river was 
feasible, and declared that the project 
would doubtless be sanctioned in the 
chief engineer’s report if Georgia 
could show that sufficient commerce 
would traverse the waterway to make 
it of lasting benefit to the contiguous 
country. 

Congressman W. C. Adamson, the au- 
thor of the bill for the Chattahoochee 
survey, reviewed the history of at- 
tempts to make the Chattahoochee a 
river profitable to the state. He stated 
that the proper erection of dams for 
the creation of waterypower would as- 
sure the building of manufactories 
whose products would be of inestimable 
value to the southeast and the entire 
country as well. While he was not 
willing to predict what appropriations 
congress would place at the disposal of 
Georgia for the erection of navigation 
dams, he stated that he would bend 
every energy to obtain the money not 
only for the benefit of the fourth con- 
gressional district, but for the general 
welfare of Georgia. 


COUNTRY MUST BE

CARRANZA IS LIKELY TO WIN 
LONG FIGHT FOR RECOGNITION 
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GENERAL VENUSTIANO CARRANZA, 
Whose government in Mexico will probably be accorded recognition by the 
United States within the next few weeks. 


Washington, Ocadier“?.— Recognition 
of the Carranza government in Mexico, 
it was learned in official circles to- 
day, is likely to ‘be accorded by the 
United States within the next few 
weeks. 

Data submitted by the revolutionary 
factions is being considered now, and 
next Saturday another conference. of 
Pan-American diplomats, presided over 
by Secretary Lansing, will be held. It 
generally is believed that the intention 
of the United States with respect to 
the recognition will be communicated 
by diplomats here to their government 
so that action may be taken by other 
nations at the same time. 

To Take Definite Steps. 

Although it is possible that the dis- 
cussion may not be terminated at Sat- 
urday’s meeting and another may be 
held next week, the general belief is 
that some announcement eventually 
will be made by the conference stat- | 
ing which faction should be recog- 
nized. ' 

Some diplomats are said to believe 
that no faction has met the standard 
of “material and moral capacity” set 
for an established government, and ad- 
vise a continuance of the policy of 
waiting. Officials of the Washington 
government, however, are understood 
to believe that such a course would 
add only to the chaos in Mexico. 

Within the last few days the Car- 


ranza authorities have tran®mitted «to 
the American governnient statements 
which conform te consular reports 
showing that the Carranza forces have 
achieved a military supremacy in Mex- 
ico, controlling most of the states and 
the large cities. 
Will Grant Amnesty. 


General Carranza has transmitted 
Suarantees that the lives and property 
of foreigners will be given protection 
in accordance with international law 
and treaty obligations; that amnesty 
will be granted soon after the central 
government is established to all who 
have fought him except those guilty 
of complicity in the plot that over- 
threw Madero, or of civil crimes, and 
that religious freedom will be permit- 
ted. These assurances, it is thought 
in official quarters, cover the require- 
ments of “moral capacity,’ and that 
unless some development arises to com- 
plicate the situation, extension of rec- 
ognition to Carranza by the American 
government is almost certain. 

General Carranza within a few days 
will take a trip from Vera Cruz to 
Tampico aboard one of the Mexican 
gunboats and then will tour the various 
cities and towns in northern Mexico. 
so that on his arrival in Mexico City 
at the completion of his trip of three 
or four weeks he will have familiarized 
himself with affairs in many parts of 
the republic.

With Serbia, Greece 
and Rumania it was not a question of 
merely ceding Macedonia and the Do- 
brodja. If that could be done without 
disturbing the equilibrium of the pen- 
insula, Bulgaria would get those ter- 
ritories almost for the asking. ‘The 
fact is that the incorporation or Mace- 
donia into Bulgaria, the return of the 
Dobrodja district and the “‘rectifica- 
tion” of the Ottoman-Buigar border, 
would make Bulgaria the first power 
on the Balkan peninsula, politically, 
economically ands strategically. he 
new Ottoman-Bulgarian border is a 
purely strategic one, guarding against 
swift invasion of Bulgaria, and mak- 
ing the maintenance of a large mili- 
tary force there superfluous. The 
frontier in. Macedonia, tentatively de- 
cided upon by Bulgaria, is equally fa- 
vorable in a military sense, especially 
since it would all but totally separate 
Greece from Serbia and so enable Bul- 
garia, in case of war with these ,coun- 
tries, to move and fight upon inner 
lines, which Germany and Austrta- 
tlungary have found so advantageous 
in the present war. 

The return of the Dobrodja would 
have no military effect, but to Ruma- 
nia the creation of a Balkan “pow- 
er’ would patently be most distaste- 
ful. Should Bulgaria be given the 
chance to assimilate the territories de- 
manded the process of assimilation 
would, it would seem, be swift, because 
only Bulgars would have to be di- 
gested by Bulgaria.

The Greco- Serbian treaty foresaw only 
the possibility of a Balkan war, When 
it was made none could predict the 
present European conflict with its 
widespread complications. But the 
spirit of alliance was one of mutual 
defense and because the dangers 
threatened our ally increased with un- 
forseen conditions there is no excuse 
for hiding behind the verbiage of the 
treaty to escape the responsibility of 
our pledge. 

Greece to Remain True. 

“Though the entire available forces 
central empires be added to 
those of Bulgaria in an attempt to 
crush Serbia, Greece will unflinchingly 
remain true to her passed word. . The 
honor of Greece is at stake. You may 
be certain it will not be betrayed. 

“Nor, indeed, has there ever been at 
bottom the slightest wavering about 
the Greek people respecting their re- 
sponsibility to enter the war in de- 
fense of thelr ally under the terms of 
alliance, although every desperate ef- 
fort has been made to becloud the is- 
sue. The spectacle of part of her press 
subservient to foreign influences has 
shamed and humiliated Greece. A peo- 
ple so eager to read—so.-much so that 
every bootblack while he shines your 
shoes is reading a book or newspaper 
—has been temporarily confused by an 
inspired and venal propaganda. But 


the feeling of loyalty to our national 
obligations never for a moment has 
been really affected. What Greece has 
said she will do, she will do. She is 
ready to fight, and if Serbia needs her 
she will fight.

Bulgars Still Insist Army Move- 
ments Are in Spirit of 
Neutrality.

“On Monday, between 4 and 6 o'clock 
in the afternoon, the president of the 
council received a visit from the rep- 
resentatives of France, Kussia and 
Great Britain. The first two pre- 
sented notes not identical, of the char- 
acter of the ultimata, in which giving 
a forced interpretation of the armed 
neutrality proclaimed by Bulgaria and 
of the object of Bulgaria’s mobiliza- 
tion, it was insisted under threats of 
the rupture of diplomatic relations,

that Bulgaria break off openly within 
twenty-four hours its relations with 


the central powers and send away the 
German and Austrian officers said to 
be among the staffs of the different 
Bulgarian armies. 

“The representative of Great Britain 
presented a verbal note deglaring that 
Great Britain would break with Bul- 
garia if ho&tilities should occur in 
the Balkans as the result of Bulgarian 
mobilization. 

“In consequence of an absence of 
instructions, the representative of 
Italy has not yet joined his colleagues 
in this action. 

“The Bulgarian government today 
handed to the representatives three 
notes, not identical, in which it was 
explained the spirit of armed neutrali- 
ty of Bulgaria, while pointing out the 
danger that may arise from fresh en- 
couragement given to Serbia. Reject- 
ing categorically the accusation rela- 
tive to the pretended presence of Ger- 
man and Austrian officers in the Bul- 
garian army, it declares that it cannot 
drive away officers who do not exist. 

“At the same time the government 
will present a regponse to two pre- 
ceding notes of the entente powers, of 
which their representatives have been 
advised through the French minister. 

“The Bulgarian government purposes 
to publish a green book on the con- 
versations and negotiations with the 
powers of the quadruple entente.,.” 

he French foreign office, correct- 
ing the Bulgarian official communica- 
tion, gives the text of a note presented 
to Bulgaria by the French minister at 
Sofia. It folllows: 

“By order of his government, the 
minister of France is requested to in-

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A GENERAL PARK PLAN. 

As a part of “the bigger, better city” 
program, there is no more important feature 
than a general park plan. Every leading 
Atlantan who has discussed the matter of 
city progress and urged constructive mu- 
nicipal building has put the park proposi- 
tion first and foremost. 

The Atlanta Real Estate exchange has 
taken up this. feature of the better city 
problem and adopted resolutions urging the 
city council to take such steps as are neces- 
Sary to provide adequate park facilities in 
and near the center of the city. 

The Atlanta Real Estate exchange is 
right as far as it has gone. The adoption 
of resolutions of this sort is the first step 
toward directing attention to the necessity 
for extension of the park system; but if the 
matter is dropped there and allowed to be 
forgotten the resolutions might just as well 
never have been passed. 

This is the lesson which The Constitu- 
tion has tried to point in its editorials urg- 
ing the organization of an Atlanta improve- 
ment club, which would not only adopt reso- 
lutions calling for this or that specified im- 
provement, but would follow up its action 
with the appointment of a committee whose 
duties should be to stay on the job day and 
night until the object set forth in the reso- 
lution in question should be achieved. 

As we have stated, the resolution of the 
Atlanta Real Estate exchange is a good one, 
but this organization cannot afford to let 
the matter drop with a mere resolution, no 
matter how strongly it is worded. The ex- 
change is the one body of all others to take 
hold of and urge the park proposition. With 
the right sort of work we have no question 
it could get more and quicker and better 
results than any other agency in Atlanta. 
But to do this it must back up its resolution 
with continued and persistent effort through 
a strongly organized committee, which, like 
the proverbial turtle, will refuse to let go 
until it thunders. That is the way, and that 
is the only way in which the exchange can 
hope to get substantial results. 

The Real Estate exchange could furnish 
a valuable and forceful membership to a 
civic improvement club of the kind which 
The Constitution has suggested. To its 
membership might be assigned the one sub- 
ject of parks alone. Such a committee 
given the backing of an organization repre- 
senting every possible Atlanta interest, 
could not fail to get results that would count 
for something, and get them far more 
quickly than if acting aloné. 

Civic organizations may meet and pass 
resolutions every day in the week, but un- 
less they follow them up with substantial, 
energetic and persistent effort, accomplish- 
ment will be slow, if, indeed, not altogether 
negligible. 

It is going to take a lot of hard and per- 
sistent work to get the right sort of a park 
system in Atlanta; but if any person or 
aggregation of persons can ultimately bring 
it about, the Atlanta Real Estate exchange, 
we feel confident, can do it more speedily 
and perhaps more satisfactorily than any 


other. 
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OUR NATIONAL MONEY SHARKS 


Those private individuals located chiefly 
in the larger cities throughout the country 
who have preyed upon the clerk and the 
wage-earner by taking a mortgage upon his 
salary or daily wages as security for a small 
lean made at anywhere from 5 to 15 per 
cent a month, must have felt a pleasurable 
exhilaration of self-righteousness when they 
read the statement ef Comptroller of the 
Currency John Skelton Williams made the 
pther day at Frankfort, Ky., in which he 
showed that there are national banks super- 
vised and protected by the federal govern- 
ment which charge as high as 1,500 per cent, 
and in some isolated instances as much as 
2,400 per cent on small loans. 

Mr. Williams not only confirms the 


. _ 


charges recently made by W. P. G. Harding, 
of Birmingham, member of the 


120 per cent as a maximum rate, Mr. Wil- 
liams showed there are 1,020 national banks 
which, according to theirs own official re- 
ports to the treasury department, have re- 
ceived an average of 10 per cent or more on 
loans. In other words, more than 13 per 
cent of the national banks organized under 
federal laws and supervised by the national 
government are violating the usury laws of 
the states in which they are located. 

Comptroller Williams makes it clear that 
this charge does not hold against the na- 
tional banks located in the cities. The city 
banks have not only held themselves well 
within the limitations of the law, but have 
profited in doing so. More than this, while 
making loans always at a moderate rate of 
interest with an average well below the 
maximum fixed by state law, they have al- 
ways been generous in their offers of assist- 
ance in supporting crop movements and up- 
holding and strengthening commercial pros- 
perity. 

Unfortunately, the same cannot be said 
of the national banks in the country dis- 
tricts: and most unfortunately of all, these 
are the banks which deal most directly with 
the farmer and producer throughout the na- 
tion. So serious does the situation appear 
to Comptroller Williams that he does not 
hesitate to characterize it in this strong 
language: 


As somebody once sald of druggists’ 
profits on powdered chalk, it gets out 
of the range of percentage into lar- 
ceny from the person. Three hundred 
per cent will make anarchists, silently, 
faster than all the I. W. W. apostles 
who can bawl. When national banks 
chartered by the government. disap- 
point and deprive toil of its just re- 
ward, and stimulate resentment, we 
have prepared and fertilized the soil 
of a fearful crop of disaster. We can- 
not persuade ourselves or make others 
believe that it is right or safe for 
banks to charge 100 per cent a year, 
while the producing people about them 
are kept poor. I know of such banks. 
I] do not intend to stand for them if I 
can help it. The country will not 
stand for them. 


Comptroller Williams is right, but he has 
not yet gone far enough. He should tell the 
country freely and frankly just who these 
national mcney sharks are. Their names 
should be published far and wide. The peo- 
ple should know just exactly who are prey- 
ing upon industry and effort. That is the 
first service the finance department of the 
United States can render the public. Itis a 
duty. They should be named, and named 
at once. 

But the matter should not stop there. 
Congress cannot afford to let this system, 
which is equivalent to highway robbery, 
continue. It cries aloud for investigation 
and relief. The man who would charge a 
washerwoman 1,000 or 2,400 per cent in- 
terest on the loan of a few dollars is quali- 
fied to run an international correspondence 
school for the training of money sharks. And 
yet we pass state laws in the effort to curb 
the money shark or drive him out of busi- 
ness. 

There ought to be penalties of heavy fine 
and imprisonment for national bank officers 
who conduct business on this scale, 

But congress could stop it short of that 
and stop it quickly if it only would. A 
simple enactment making the violation of 
the usury laws of any state ground for the 
forfeiture of a national bank charter would 
prove a quick and effective remedy. The 
people are entitled to this enactment, and 
they should have it before another congress 
adjourns. 


DOCTOR DUMBA SAYS GOODBY. 


Whatever doubts Dr. Dumba may have 
as to the ceremony of home-coming day at 
Austrian headquarters, all things considered, 
he had a pretty fair send-off from_ this 
“self-willed country.” 

To the redoubtable doctor-diplomat a 
farewell dinner was given by personal 
friends in Washington, who drank him a 
safe journey from the country he said he 
regretted to leave, and with that country’s 
safe conduct in his pocket he departed to 
“face the music’ which, as some predict, 
may be lively enough to make even a 
diplomat dance a turn not’ very much to 
his liking. 

Some time before his departure the doc- 
tor was told in pretty plain terms by the 
people whom he said were loyal to Austria, 
but were being made to work against Aus- 
trian interests here, to mind his own. busi- 
ness—which was not that of general super- 
vision over their personal affairs, extending 
to the direction of their labors in this coun- 
try; they declared their loyalty to the United 
States, and their determination to brook no 
interference’ with it. ,

Ellen Mackubin, authoress and 
eldest daughter of the late Charles 
Nicholas Mackubin, of Annapolis, one 
of the early founders of St. Paul, Minn., 
and of his wife, Ellen M. Foy, of Bos- 
died after a lingering illness at 
Jefferson hospital, Roanoke, Va., Oc- 
toer 2.

Alexander has struck out more 
than 1,000 National league batsmen 
in his five years of pitching. 

The biggest share the players 
ever received in a world’s series was 
in 1912. Their share amounted to 
$147,572.28. The Red Sox won the 
series, each player receiving $4,022, 
while the Giants received $2,500 
each. 

The best attendance for a world’s 
series game at “hiladelphia was on 
Uctober 17, 1910, the opening game 
with the Cubs, when 26,981 fans at- 
tended. 

Pitcher Ed Reulbach's one-hit 
game for the Cubs against the 
White Sox in 1906 is the nearest ap- 
abet to ano-hit game “fn the 
CiaSBSiC. 

Umpire William Klem will ap- 
rear in his seventh world’s series. 
ie is regarded as the best in the 
profession. 

The distribution § of 
money is as follows: The National 
commission receives 10 per cent of 
the gross total; players’ share in 
first four games. taking 60 per cent 
of the balance, which is split 60 
and 40 per cent, while the owners 
of the two clubs divide the remain- 
ing 30 per cert. The rival club own- 
ers receive the entire receipts aft- 
er the first four games, less the 10 
per cent which goes to the national 
commission. 

Since 1903 eleven series have been 
played, with a total of 64 games and 
an attendance of 1,395,567, who paid 
2,169,306.50. 

The greatest crowd which ever 
saw a world’s series game was in 
New York on October 14, 1911, when 
36,281 fans paid $77,359 to witness 
the first contest between the Giants 
and Athletics. 

The smallest attendance ata 
world’s series game turned out for 
the fifth and deciding game between 
the White Sox and the Cubs cn Oc- 
tober 14, 1908, when 6,210 paid ad- 
mission of $9,577.50. 

The largest attendance and lar- 
mest receipts at a world's series 
were in 1912, in the games between 
the Red Sox and the Giants. The 
attendance was 252,037, and the re- 
ceipts $490,833. Last year the at- 
tendance was 111,009, and the re- 
ceipts $226,739. 

Business Manager Bill Shettline, 
of the Phillies, has been with the 
team all the thirty-three years it 
has been trying to accomplish this 
year’s result. 

The right field wall of the Phil- 
lies’ grounds is 273 feet from the 
home plate, from which point it is 
334 feet straight down the left field 
foul line to the bleachers, a drive 
into which, either on the bounce or 
fly, counts a home run. To get a 
home run on a hit to right field the 
ball must pass over the wall into 
Broad street at a height of about

With the wheat crop oe 
ceeding a billion bushels, the largest ever 
grown in one season by any nation, and a 
corn crop which also may prove to be the 
largest ever made, the government's October 
crop report, issued today, announced pre- 
liminary estimates which indicate record 
harvests ef oats, barley, rye, sweet potatoes, 
rice, tobacco and hay. 
$2,133,000,000 Corn Crop. 

Corn still is king of crops with indica- 
tions of 4,026,159,000 bushels. That is $8,- 
000,000 bushels below the record of 1912, but 
the final production, when the harvest is 
finished and all statistics compiled, may 
more than make up the difference. The 
higher prices this year assure the most 
valuable corn crop ever grown. At prices 
to farmers prevailing October 1 the corn 
crop is worth $2,133,000,000.

Wheat Sags--Corn and Oats 

Score Small Advances Be- 
cause of the Unfavorable 
Weather Forecasts.

Chicago, October 7.—Accurate fore- 
casts that the government estimate of 
the spring crop would be decidedly 
larger than a month ago, had a bear- 
ish influence today on the. price of 
wheat. As a result, the market was 
on the downgrade most of the session, 
and closed unsettled, % to 1% net 
lower, with December at 105% and 
May at % to %, and provisions vVary- 
ing from 2% decline to a rise of 32%. 

Wheat speculators appeared at first 
to have overlooked the prospect that 
the Washington report would not take 
into consideration the damage done 
to the spring crop this week and that 
the estimate of the yield would there- 
fore almost certainly be more flatter- 
ing than the trade might otherwise 
ex! “t. A renewal of yesterday's buy- 
ing .ush took place as soon as the 
market opened, but the consequent 
upward turn in prices led quickly to a 
general selling movement and to a 
Sharp reaction that lasted throughout 
the day. In this connection, reports 
were current that farmers in the north- 
west and in Kansas were letting go 
of stored wheat very freely as com- 
pared with what has recently been 
the case.

TO STOP CANAL SLIDES. 


Engineers Ordered to Blast 
Away Tops of Hills. 


Panama, Oétober 7.—The Panama ca- 
nal will remain closed until all danger 
of serious slides is past. Governor 
Goethals, of the canal zone, today is- 
sued orders ¢o the dredging engineers 
to blast away the tops of the hills at 
Gaillard cut to bring into the channel 
all loose dirt and thus permanently 
remove the source of the slides. 

Governor Goethals was unable to say 
when the canal again would be in con- 
dition for passage of ships, but he said 
he would leave November 1, the date to 
which the canal has been officially 
closed, unchanged. He expressed the 
personal opinion, however, that the 
canal would be closed much beyond 
that date. 

There will be no effort to maintain 
a temporary channel for the use of a 
few ships. When the canal is reopen- 
ed, the governor said, it will be witha 
permanent channel through the cut, 
even if this work should take the re- 
mainder of the year. The work will 
be done by the dredging fleet. Steam 
shovel operations will not be resumed.

DEPUTIES AUTHORIZE 
ANGLO-FRENCH LOAN 


Paris, October 7.—The chamber of 
deputies today unanimously adopted a 
bill authorizing the Anglo-French loan 
negotiated in the United States. 

Authority also is asked to negotiate 
other loans in the United States in ac- 
cord with the British government ‘‘to 
assure payment for our purchases and 
to ameliorate conditions of exchange.” 

After Finance Minister Ribot had 
read the American loan bill to the 
Chamber, Albert Metin, of the appro- 
priations committee, explained that the 
proceeds of the loan would be used ex- 
clusively to pay for what France was 
buying in the United States and to 
stabilize exchange. He alluded to the 
welcome the loan had found in America.
